Bailey Says Combine Will Be

Washington, May 13.—Referring di- 
rectly to the United States Steei Cor- 
poration and charging that organiza- 
tion with violating the anti-trust laws 
of the country; Senator Bailey today, in 
addressing the senate on thetariff bill, 
declared that if the officers of the law 
do their duty the steel trust would 
be dissolved and said he expected 
eventually to see this done. He added 
that if the present administration falis 
in its duty in that respect the people 
of the country would choose other offi- 
cials to represent them, and de- 
cleared his firm belief that the officers 
of steel corporation would be 
either imprisoned or made fugitives 
from justiee. 

Put Rich Malefactors in Prison. 

“Just put one of these malefactors of 
great wealth in the penitentiary and 
vou will see the anti-trust law en- 
forced without further violation,’ 
Mr. Bailey. 

“Send one of these men who may 
be found violating either the interstate 
commerce law or the anti-trust law to 
the penitentiary and you will stop 
these violations by others. You can- 
not do it with fines because when the 
court fines a frust, the trust fines the 
people, and as long as the punishment 
is measured in dollars and cents they 
will continue to violate the law. Men 
take the chance of pecuniary loss im 
the hope of realizing a greater pecu- 
niary gain. Send one of them to the 
penitentiary and it will work like 


magic. 

“The millionaire,” continued Mr. 
Bailey, who was receiving the rapt 
attention of the senators on both sides 
of the chamber, “values one thing 
more than his fortune—and that is his 
liberty. He does not love justice. He 
does not love that peace of mind for 
which others struggle. But he loves 
his liberty.” 

Expects Steel Trust Men to Fice. 

Mr. Bailey said he expected the 
United States Stee] Corporation would 
be dissolved. Continuing he said: 

“Il expect to see its officers impris- 
oned or become fugitives from justice, 
and if men now charged with the ad- 
ministration of the law fail to perform 
their demand, I have an abiding faith 
that the American people will call into 
their service another set of men, if not 
from another party. at least another 
eet of men from your party. The stal- 
warts of today would become the in- 
surgents of that day, and the insur- 
gents of this generation would be the 
stalwarts of the next generation. That 
fs as certain as any event in the future 
can be.”

When the pris- 
oners were being removed to the coun- 
ty jail, the party was foHNowed' by a 
jeeting crowd, but .with ‘the drawing 
of weapons on the part of the rangers 
the crowd quickly dispersed. 

Later,.a large crowd congregated in 
the viet Baty of the jail and it became 
necessary “to figs two shots in the air 
to warn them away. Tonight groups 
of men were seen in the-streets dis-

Of those who had been detained in 
connection with the’ lynching, R. E. 
Bryan and Audrey Campbell were dis- 
charged. Lewis Adams, Ross Ford and 
Horace Turner were granted bail in 
the sum of $6,000. Those held without 
bail are H. F. Lindley,’ Joe Matteson, 
Lewis Francis, Horace Austin, Birdo 
Pyron and Henry Hoybrook. They will 
be held pending action at the next 
term of the district court, which will 
convene June 2}. 

Attorneys for the six men held in 
jail decided to sue out a writ of habeas 
corpus before the court of criminal 
appeals at Austin, seeking their re- 
lease on bond. It will take about 
three weeks to perfect the Writ.

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ANUCK-OUT BLOW 
rOR LUMBERMEN 


Is Effect of Opinion Filed in 
Tift Case, 


Macon,, Ga., May 13.—(Special.)—A 
knock-out blow was dealt the lumber 
manufacturers in an opinion.filed this 
evening by Standing Master J. N.. Tal- 
ley, on the f.- o. b. claims against the 
railway lines of the Southeastern Tar- 
iff Association in the famous Tift lum- 
ber case, 

In effect the mill men are without 
reparation adequate for injury done in 
the collection of the overcharge of 2 
cents per. 100 pounds on lumber to Ohio 
river points and beyond, where the 
merchant and. consumer bought and 
made of, price f. o. b. cars at the mil}. 

The claim for the 2 
class of.shipment of lumber by- the mill 
men-was based upon the ground that 
after all, whether .Pprice was made at 
the mill or at the other end of the line, 
the freight had to be figured, and 
where the producer did not pay the 
freight the principle was the same, for 
whether high or low, it affected the 
final price received by the mill man for 
his goods. The assertion was made by 
more than fffty claimants that the 
mill man is the real sufferer and not 
the lumber merchant in. all cases 
where there is an increase in cost of 
transportation. ° 

Sales Little Affected. 

Standing Master Talley found that the 
sales outright at the mill were little af- 
fected by the freights, especially in 
this case, for, in many instances, the 
Shipper did not even know where the 
lumber was going. The master found 
several people claiming overcharges on 
some of the .cars listed, and in other 
specific case#@ he found that the lumber 
shipments had been so directed that they 
could not be classed under the decision 
which gave reparation. 

The specific case under the master’s 
attention was that of the Garbutt Lum- 
ber Company, of Wright, Ga. This mill 
claimed $4,486 on overcharges for 555 
cars of lumber sold f. o. b. mill during 
the time the litigation in the Tift case 
was on. It was found along with other 
things that the mill did not take reduc- 
tions on lumber to western markets, 
where this rate was in effect. It was 
further set out in the ruling that as 
this is not a claim for damages, the 
litigation cannot be considered in this 
light, but were such a thing true, says 
the master, such. damages as

FOR LEAK: IN PIPE 


Interesting Case for Dam- 
ages Is Brought Before 
Council Committee.

the city asthe work had been done for 
that firm purely as a matter of accom- 
modation.

Five Thousand Delegates al 
First Meeting, 


Many Prominent Writers and 
Speakers on Program of the 
Great Baptist Convention at 
Louisville—First Session Last 


Night. 


Louisville, Kvy.. Mav 13.—The first bus- 
iness which concerned the Southern 
Baptist Convention, which opened at 
the First Regiment armory tonight, was 
the reelection of practically its entire 
official roster. This was done with 
unanimity. ‘The officers are: Joshua 
Levering, Baltimore, Mr., president. J. 
B. Marvin, Kentucky: B. F. Riley, 
Texas; James Allen Scott, Oklahoma, 
and T. G. (Bush, Alabama, vice pres- 
idents. Lansing Burrows, Tennessee, 
and Oliver F. Gregory. Virginia, secre- 
taries; George W. Norton, Kentucky, 
treasurer, and W. P. Harvey, Kentucky, 
auditor. 

H. R. Hollard, of Virginia, was nomi- 
nated for vice president, but he with- 
drew by unanimous consent, a formality 
in such cases.

service in the Philippine islands will 
be wiped out, if a bill introduced by 
Senator Clay upon the advice and ap- 
proval of the war department becomeg 
2 law. 

The bill proposes that Major Car- 
rington shall be restored to his former 
rank in the army, and will compensate 
him for the time off the rolls. In the 
rneantime President Taft, whose IiInter- 
est and sympathy has been aroused by 
the patent injustice of Carrington’s ex- 
pulsion, will probably suspend the civil 
service regulations and provide a place 
on the government rolls for Mrs. Car- 
rington, who is no-v tn Washineton. 

Carrington while in the Philippines, 
was charged with embezzlement, and 
was prosecuted and convicted in the 
civil courts. Acting on the verdict of 
the civil tribunal, a court-martial dis- 
charged Carrington. 

The case was appealed to the United 
States supreme court and a year ago the 
decision of the lower court was reversed. 
The supreme court had held that the 
charges upon which Carrington was con- 
victed were groundless,

_MISTRIALS IN MURDER CASES. ‘ 

Georgia has had two mistrials in murder cases within a week, due 

entirely to peculiar and wholly unanticipated causes. 7 

In a south Georgia court where it is customary to open the proceedings 

with prayer, a mistrial was granted, very properly, when the case was about 

to go to the jury, because the minister prayed for the soul of the man who 

was on trial, indicating very clearly in his prayer that the defendant needed 

divine help, thus prejudging in the jury’s presence a case not yet determined. 

In a north Georgia court a bailiff, probably in a moment of thoughtless- 
ness, gave to one of the jury engaged in the trial of a prisoner charged with | 
murder a Georgia code. It is a well-established principle that the jury must 

take its law solely from the charge of the court; hence a mistrial was in- 


evitable. 

These incidents, while they are most unusual and not liable to frequent 
recurrence, serve to illustrate the great importance of diligence and atten- 
tion on the part of courts to the smallest detail which may vitiate the whole 
proceeding. 

Mistrials are not only expensive luxuries, 
to half an acquittal. - 

It is seldom that a mistrial, from whatever cause, is followed by a con- 
viction, and at least not such as is commensurate with the gravity of the 
offense, even where the evidence undoubtedly demands conviction. 
Witnesses die or disappear; false sentiments are aroused; viewpoints 
are changed. 

There is every reason why no precaution should be omitted that will 
result in determining the guilt or inndcence of the accused, upon the first 
trial of the charge against him. - It is as important to the accused ag it {s 


to society.

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GOSSIP AT THE CAPITOL 


Tht Atlanta, Birminghamand Atlan- 
tic Railroad Company yesterday agreed 
to suspend, temporarily, its petition to 
the railroad commission for permission 
to take off its passenger trains, Nos. 13 
and 16, running between Brunswick 
and Nichols, in both directions, a dis- 
tance of about 80 miles. The decision 
not to press the petition at this time 
was reached after a conference be- 
tween the mayor of Brunswick and 
others with officials of the railroad 
ccmpany, the latter agreeing to con- 


gust 1. At that time, unless the trains 
are paying, it is expected the petition 
will be renewed. 


Railroad Must Pay. 

The supreme court yesterday affirmed 
the decision of the lower court in the 
case of the Georgia Coast and Pied- 
mont Railroad Company v. J. McFar- 
lend. The company operates a line of 
railroad out of Darien, and McFarland 
was formerly its auditor, but was dis- 
charged. He claimed that he was dis- 
charged without cause, and, despite the 
agreement he had, while the company 
states he was discharged because he 
refused to obey an order given him in 
writing. McFarland sued and won a 
verdict for $1,125, the ,full amount 
asked. The supreme court. ypholds the 
verdict. 
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Chartered Road Responsible. 

In a decision handed down by the 
supreme court yesterday in the case 
of Gregory v. the Georgia Granite Rail- 
road Company, the principle is laid 
down that where a railroad chartered 
by the state permits another company 
to operate it, it is still responsible for 
injuries to persons resulting from de- 
fects in its tracks, although the injury 
may occur on the train of the operating 
ccempany. 

The Georgia Granite Company owns 
the railroad, running from ‘ts quarry 
to Lithonia, but it is operated by the 
Louisville and Nashville, lessee of the 
Georgia railroad, or, at least, the lat- 
ter furnishes the equipment for 4t. J. 
E. Gregory was injured by the derail- 
ment of a car. He won a verdict for 
damages against the owning company 
in the lower court, but the judge grant- 
ed a new trial. Gregory appealed, and 
the supreme court sustained his con- 
tention, reversing the lower court. 
Gregory's verdict will, therefore, stand,

‘SCOTT DECLINES 
T0 TRADE RATES 


Georgia RaiJroad Petition 
for Increase Heard 
by Commission. 


General Manager T. K. Scott, of the 
Georgia railroad, declared vigorously 
and emphatically in the hearing before 
the railroad commission vesterday upon 
that road's petition to raise its passen- 
ger rate from 2 |I-4 cents to 2 {-2 cents 
per mile, that he would make no bar- 
gain. with the railroad commission to 
issue 2-cent mileage books in return 
for the privilege of increasing the rate. 

The commission, he said. had made 
this offer to the Georgta railroad and 
to others because it has not authority 
in law to fix mileage rates. 

The Atlantic Coast Line had origi- 
nally been put in the 2 1-4-cent class, 
he said, and then permitted to increase 
its rate to 2 !-2 cents in consideration 
of ‘having issued 2-cent mileage. 

“TIT have refused to make this bargain 
on more than one occasion,”’ Colonel 
Seott said, “and I stand here today to 
refuse again.” 

Colonel Scott asserted that the ques- 
tion was simply one of justice. Com- 
missioner Hill had previously made a 
statement to show upon what basis the 
old railroad commission had fixed the 
2 i-4cent rate. 

The letters written to the commission 
for and against the petition were read. 
Cc. H. Kelly, of Kelly Bros., an Atlanta 
firm, appeared as a representative of 
the T. P. A.’s to protest against the in- 
crease, and a statement and argument 
against the increase were made by J. 
R. Haas, of Atlanta, who employs a 
number of traveling men. 

Among those who appeared in sup- 
nort of the railroad’s petition were J. 
M. Alexander. of Atlanta: W. P. Mc- 
Whorter. of Woodville: Colonel S. C. 
Dunlap, of Gainesville: President Jacob 
Phinizy, of the Georgia Railroad and 
Banking Company, and other stockhold- 
ers, besides Sgperintendent W. S&S. 
Rrand and several other officers of the 
road.

LOW TAX RETURN 
BY WEST POINT 


Half-Million Reduction in 
Franchise--Comptroller 
Will Fight. 


The tax returns of the Atlanta and 
West Point Railroad Company, just re- 
celved by Comptroller General W. A. 
Wright, are considerably below those 
made for 1908, which were the result of 
arbitration. 

The West Point’s 1909 return shows 
@ total valuation of $2,500,000, of which 
$412,495 is the franchise value given, as 
against a total valuation of $3,193,712, 
including franchise of $1,026.546 for 
1908. it is apparent that practically 
the entire reduction was made on the 
company’s franchise. 

This year’s fiugres are nearly as low 
as the West Point’s return for 1907, 
when the total was $2,310,000.

SAYS PORT RATES 
WERE NOT INVOLVED 


Callaway Asserts This Ques- 
tion Had Nothing to Do 
With Resignation. 


Former Railroad Commissioner Fuller 
E. Callaway, in a letter to The Constl- 
tution, denies that his resignation as a 
member of the railroad commission was 
caused in any degree by the question of 
port rates. He states that it was due 
solely to business engagements. 

The report which had gained currency 
at the capitol that the port rates ques- 
tion had something to do with his resig- 
nation, no doubt grew largely out of 
the fact that he was used as a witness 
bgfore the railroad commission by those 
who are opposing the granting of port 
rates. 

It will be recalled that a letter from 
Mr. Callaway was read on that occa- 
sion, which, apparently, gave support to 
the cause of the opposition, 

Mr. Callaway's letter on the subject 
follows: 

Editor Constitution: Upon my _ re- 
turn home my attention is called to the 
article in youg last Sunday's issue, head- 
ed, “Did Callaway Quit Because of Port 
Rates?’’ ° 

‘fo correct the erroneous impression 
which might be created by this article, 
I wish to state that I did not resign 
from the railroad commission for any 
reason except the one stated in my res- 
ignation, namely: that it was impossi- 
ble to continue to give to the discharge 
of its duties the amount of time which 
thig important office should receive. 

Governor Smith knew of this months 
before he called the commission's at- 
tention to port rates. The letter writ- 
ten by me which was introduced in the 
hearing before the commission was not 
an expression on this qvestion, but was 
merely in answer to an inquiry as to 
the treatment accorded southern cotton 
mills in the matter of freight rates. 

I wish also to state that there never 
has been, nor is there now, the slight- 
est friction between Governor Smith 
and myself. 1 hold him in high esteem 
and consider him one of the ablest men

predicted ehowers and thunderstorms 
for the two sates previously mentioned, 
furnished additional incentive to sell 
early in the day, and as a result, senti- 
ment was decidedly heavy during the 
first half of the seasion. Before the 
end of the first hour, July had declined 
to $1.11%. Towards midday, sentiment 
in the pit veered somewhat, and offer- 
ings became less free, resulting in a 
gradual upturn in prices. The change 
was due partly to an apparently over- 
sold condition of the market, and to 
reports of damage to the crop in Mis- 
asourit. An improved demand for cash 
wheat here and in the northwest also 
served to create a better feeling. A fea- 
ture in the cash situation, which was 
freely commented upon, and which un- 
doubtedly had some effect on trading, 
was the smaliness of local _ receipts, 
only one carload being reported for to- 
day, while the estimate or tomorrow 
showed absolutely no wheat in pros- 
pect. The top point for July was reach- 
ed at $!1.13%. Prices sagged somewhat 
from the top on profit-taking, but the 
close was about steady with July at 
$1.12.

[But There Was No News in. 


Wall Street to Explain 
the Advance. 


New York, May (!3.~—The largest part 
of the trangactions 
in a handful of selected securities. The 
reasons for the geelction were obscure, 


; so far as any authentic news was con- 


‘cerned. There was a cloud of rumors 
in circulation all day, but none of these 
was confirmed. The anthracite group, 
among the railroads, was the favorite 
subject of these rumors. The supposi- 
tion persisted that something was about 
to occur, which would prove of value 
to the stockholders. The favorite ru- 
mors were that the coal)mining proper- 
ties would be separated from the rail- 
roads, and, in some way, distributed to 
the railroad. stockholders. 
action was. supposed to be in conse~- 
quence of the supreme court decision On. 
the commodities clause, that decision, 
in fact, exempted the roads from the 
obligation to part with their coal prop- 
erties, and caused excited advances in 
the prices of: those stocks bécause of the 
supposed advantages to those compa- 
nies of this privilege. The special at- 
tention given to Delaware ahd Hudson 
gave rise to a rumor that it was to fis- 
ure in the proposed adjustment, in 4 
particular way. The assertion that an 
increase of the Delaware and Hudson 
dividend was imminent was met with 
the explanation that this company de- 
clares a full.year’s dividend in Decem- 
ber. -In the ease of Allis-Chalmers pre- 
ferred, there came a disclaimer also 
with color of official -authority of re- 
ports of intended resumptions at an 
early day. The speculative sentiment 
was tinged more or less with suspicion 
by these evidences of inconsistency in 
the explanations of some of the market 
movements. The Rock Island demon- 
stration was attributed to the recent re- 
turn from a foreign trip of one of the 


in a number of other properties which 
have moved in response to the supposed 
resumption of stock market activities 
by this interest. The upward start in 
the Southern railway stocks was unex- 
plained by any special news. This, 
coupled with that in Rock Island, gave 
an appearance in favor of the low- 
priced stocks, which awakened some 
sympathetic movements in other stocks. 
Reasons of a kind to appeal! principally 
to the minds of professional stock oper- 
ators are seen to have played a large 
part In the day's market. The general 
tone was firm, but the movement was 
narrow. Prices gave way at the last, 
after holding all day. The Harrimans 
started upwards, but met selling pres- 
sure again, such as has been in evi- 
dence in those stocks for some time 
past. The news with most bearing on 
the prospect for affairs came from the 
western grain fields, where abundant 
rains were reported with greatly in- 
creased promise for the rapid progress 
The reviews by accepted 
authorities of iron and steel trade con- 
ditions were regarded as confirmatory 
of the more confident feeling that has 
been growing up concerning the outlook 
there. Reports of negotiations for fur- 
ther large exports of gold, both to Paris 
and to South ‘America, were not con- 
firmed, although the foreign exchange 
rate was firm and private discount rates 
rose both in London and Paris. The 
time money market here was reported a 
trifle easier without any quotable 
change in rates. The caution of the 
speculation, in view of the suspicious 
signs in the market, was exemplified 
again in the way in which prices gave 
way at the end of the day, and closed
